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1. SUMMARY. MISSION HAS JUST COMPLETED SUBSTANTIAL 

REVISION OE EY 75-76 NARCOTICS CONTROL ACTION PLAN TO TAKE 
INTO ACCOUNT CHANGED ASSESSMENT OE REQUIREMENTS FOR 
ASSISTANCE TO GOI NARCOTICS ENEORCEMENT AGENCIES, 

PRINCIPALLY POLICE. CHIEF CONSIDERATIONS LEADING TO 
REVISION ARE EXPECTED FURTHER DELAY IN ACTIVATION OE 
POLICE PROVINCIAL NARCOTICS UNITS AND CONTINUING UNCERTAINTY 
AS TO STRUCTURE AND EUNCTIONS OE THESE UNITS. WE ARE 
THEREEORE DEEERRING MOST COMMODITY ASSISTANCE EOR POLICE 
UNTIL EY 76 OR LATER AND ARE REQUESTING TDY NARCOTICS 
ENEORCEMENT SPECIALIST TO CONSULT WITH MISSION PRIOR TO 
MAKING PINAL DECISION ON POLICE ASSISTANCE PROGRAM. 
CONEIDENTIAL 
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THESE PACTORS ARE REELECTED IN DETAILED EY 75-76 PROGRAM 
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PROPOSAL, WHICH IS BEING FORWARDED IN THIS MESSAGE AS

3. GENERAL APPROACH. (CORRESPONDS TO SECTIONS I AND II 
OF REF D.) GOAL OF NARCOTICS CONTROL PROGRAM IN INDONESIA 
IS TO PREVENT THAT COUNTRY PROM BECOMING EITHER SOURCE 
OR CHANNEL FOR NARCOTICS DESTINED TO U.S. INDONESIA IS 
NOT A PRODUCER OF OPIATES, AND THERE IS AS YET NO FIRM 
EVIDENCE NARCOTICS ARE BEING ROUTED TO U.S. THROUGH 
INDONESIA; BUT THERE IS POTENTIAL DANGER THAT MORE 
EFFECTIVE INTERDICTION IN NEIGHBRORING AREAS OF ASIA MAY LEAD 
TRAPFICKERS TO SHIFT OPERATIONS INCREASINGLY TO INDONESIA, 
WHICH ALREADY SEPVES AS DRUG ROUTE TO AUSTRALIA AND WHICH 
IS FACING GROWING (THOUGH STILL SMALL) DOMESTIC DRUG ABUSE 
PROBLEM. OUR NARCOTICS PROGRAMS HAVE THEREFORE SOUGHT TO 
ALERT GOI TO POTENTIAL DANGER, ENCOURAGE GOI COOPERATION 
WITH U.S. NARCOTICS CONTROL EFFORTS, AND HELP DEVELOP GOI 
CAPABILITY WARD OPF ANY ATTEMPTS INCREASE ILLICIT 
TRAPFICKING IN AND THROUGH INDONESIA. 
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4. TO DATE BULK OF U.S. ASSISTANCE HAS BEEN FOR HEALTH 
AND EDUCATION, WITH FOCUS ON SUPPORTING GOI PROGRAMS 
FOR TREATMENT AND REHABILITATION OF DRUG ABUSERS AND FOR 
DRUG EDUCATION. OUR ASSISTANCE, CONSISTING PRINCIPALLY 
OF TRAINING FOR GOI PROFESSIONAL PERSONNEL, HAS BEEN 
INSTRUMENTAL IN ESTABLISHMENT OP SUCCESSFUL DRUG 
DEPENDENCE UNITS IN JAKARTA AND OTHER CITIES. IT HAS 
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ALSO CONTRIBUTED TO GREATER UNDERSTANDING OE WORLD DRUG 
PROBLEM WITHIN GOI AND HAS BUILT UP GOOD WILL THAT 
EACILITATES BROADER U.S.-INDONSIAN COOPERATION IN ALL 
AREAS OF NARCOTICS CONTROL. INDONESIA BOTH NEEDS AND 
CAN EEFECTIVELY UTILIZE EURTHER ASSISTANCE IN THIS AREA, 

AND MISSION RECOMMENDS CONTINUANCE THIS HIGHLY 
SUCCESSFUL PROGRAM, WITH TRAINING OF ADDITIONAL PERSONNEL, 
PROVISION OP TDY U.S. ADVISORS, AND LIMITED COMMODITY 
ASSISTANCE. 

5. IN ENPORCEMENT PIPED, LOCAL SITUATION HAS CHANGED 
SUBSTANTIALLY DURING PAST YEAR, AS GOI, SPURRED BY 
INCREASE IN DRUG ABUSE AMONG INDONESIAN YOUTH, HAS 
PRPEARED COMPREHENESIVE PIVE-YEAR NARCOTICS CONTROL PLAN AND 
HAS ESTABLISHED POLICE NARCOTICS DIRECTORATE WITH PRIMARY 
RESPONSIBILITY POR ENFORCEMENT OP NARCOTICS LAWS. NARCOTICS 
TRAINING PRGORAMS POR POLICE PERSONNEL HAVE ALSO BEEN 
INITITED. POLICE PLANNING CALLS POR ESTABLISHMENT OP UNITS 
UNDER NARCOTICS DIRECTORATE IN EACH OP SEVENTEEN PROVINCIAL 
POLICE OMMANDS (KOMDAKS). THESE UNITS WOULD VARY IN SIZE 
AND COMPOSITION ACCORDING TO REQUIREMENTS IN EACH KOMDAK. 
CURRENT PLANNING ANTICIPATES THAT TRAINING OP PERSONNEL 
POR KOMDAK NARCOTICS UNITS WILL COMMENNCE IN APRIL 1975. 
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6. UP TO NOW U.S. ENFORCEMENTASSISTANCE HAS CONSISTED 
OP TRAINING IN U.S. AND PHILIPPINES FOR HANDFUL OF POLICE 
OPFICIALS, ONE IN-COUNTRY POLICE TRAINING COURSE, AND SMALL 
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AMOUNT OF AUDIO-VISUAL EQUIPMENT FOR USE IN POLICE 
NARCOTICS TRAINING PROGRAM. MISSION RELIEVES THIS TYPE 
OF ASSISTANCE HAS BOTH STIMULATED AND FACILITATED STEPPED UP 
GOI ENFORCEMENT PROGRAMS AND RECOMMENDS ITS CONTINUANCE 
IN EY 75 AND 76. AS ADDITIONAL STEP, MISSION 
RECOMMENDS THAT IN FY 75 WE PROVIDE NARCOTICS TESTING 
EQUIPMENT VALUED AT $7,695 TO POLICE CRIME LABORATORY, 

WHICH IS CURRENTLY BEING EXPANDED. (ASSISTANCE TO 
POLICE LABORATORY, WITH MAP FUNDING, INCLUDED IN 
FY 74-75 NCAP (REF E) BUT WAS ELIMINATED BECAUSE OF NEW 
LEGISLATIVE RESTRICTIONS ON PROVISION OF MAP TO POLICE.) 

7. MISSION ALSO BELIEVES WE SHOULD LOOK CAREFULLY AT 
FEASIBILITY OF SUBSTANTIAL EXPANSION IN U.S. ENFORCEMENT 
ASSISTANCE TO SUPPORT PLANNED ESTABLISHMENT OF KOMDAK 
NARCOTICS UNITS, SINCE DEVELOPMENT OF EFFECTIVE NATIONWIDE 
POLICE ANTI-NARCOTICS CAPABILITY WOULD SUPPORT U.S. GOAL OF 
PREVENTING INDONESIA FROM BECOMING CHANNEL OR SOURCE OF 
DRUGS DESTINED EOR U.S. WITH THIS IN MIND, MISSION 
PREVIOUSLY RECOMMENDED (REF B AND EARLIER MESSAGES) THAT 
U.S. BEGINNING IN EY 75 PROVIDE EQUIPMENT TO BE USED IN 
ESTABLISHING NATIONWIDE NETWORK OF FIVE-MAN MOBILE TEAMS 
SIMILAR TO THOSE USED IN PHILIPPINES. IT HAS SINCE 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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BECOME EVIDENT THAT GOI WILL NOT BE PREPARED TO EXPAND 
OPERATIONS OF POLICE NARCOTICS DIRECTORATE TO KOMDAK 
LEVEL UNTIL FY 76 AT EARLIEST AND THAT FIVE-MAN TEAM 
CONCEPT NOT NECESSARILY COMPATIBLE WITH GDI'S OWN 
PLANNING. FOR THIS REASON, MISSION BELIEVES IT 
DESIRABLE TO MAKE MORE CAREFUL STUDY OF POSSIBLE ASSISTANCE 
TO POLICE NARCOTICS UNITS AND IS REQUESTING AS PART OF 
FY 75 PROGRAM TDY NARCOTICS ENFORCEMRNT SPECIALIST 
TO CONSULT WITH MISSION ON FEASIBILITY AND COMPOSITON OP 
ASSISTANCE PROGRAM. IN ANTICIPATION OP POSSIBLE DECISION 
TO GO FORWARD WITH ASSISTANCE TO KOMDAK NARCOTICS UNITS, 
WE HAVE INCLUDED PUNDING FOR ADVISORY SERVICES AND 
ILLUSTRIATIVE PACKAGE OF COMMODITIES IN FY 76 PROPOSAL; 
HOWEVER, THESE ITEMS WOULD BE SUBJECT TO ELIIMIATION OR 
REVISION DEPENDING ON OUTCOME OP CONSULTATIONS WITH 
NARCOTICS ENPORCEMENT SPECIALIST. 

8. REMAINDER THIS MESSAGE PROVIDES DETAILED EY 75 AND 76 
PROGRAM NARRATIVES. ALL MISSION NARCOTICS ASSISTANCE 
ACTIVITIES ARE INCLUDED IN AID PROJECT 497-11-995-226. 

9. PROJECT TARGET AND COURSE OP ACTION. PROJECT 
INTENDED PREVENT INDONSIA PROM BECOMING ILLICIT SOURCE, 
REPINING CENTER OR TRANSHIPMENT POINT EOR NARCOTICS AND 
DANGEROUS DURGS BOUND TO U.S. AND, TO THAT END, TO IMPROVE 
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GOI LEGISLATION, ENFORCEMENT, EDUCATIONAL, AND REHABILITATION 
PROGRAMS. GOI COOPERATNG AGENCY IS BAKOLAK (BOARD FOR 
IMPLEMENTATION OF PRESIDENTIAL DIRECTIVE 6/1971), WHICH 
OVERSEES GOI NARCOTICS PROGRAMS IN ALL AREAS. PROJECT, 
THROUGH FY 77, IS TO PROVIDE PARTICIPANT TRAINING, TECHNICAL 
ASSISTANCE, AND COMMODITY SUPPORT TO GOI MEDICAL, SOCIAL, 
EDUCATIONAL AND ENFORCEMENT AGENCIES THROUGH BAKOLAK. 

10. PROGRESS TO DATE. SINCE LAST YEAR'S BUDGET SUBMISSION 
(REF E) GOI HAS ACTED TO IMPROVE NARCOTICS POLICY 
COORDINATION AND PLANNING (TROUGH REORGANIZATION OF 
BAKOLAK AND PREPARATION OF FIVE YEAR NARCOTICS CONTROL 
PLAN), INCREASE POLICE NARCOTICS ENFORCEMENT CAPABILITY, 

AND AMPLIFY TREATMENT AND REHABIBITATION FACILITIES FOR 
DRUG ABUSERS. U.S. ASSISTANCE HAS BEEN INSTRUMENTAL 
IN FOLLOWING ACHIEVEMENTS: 
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(A) CREATION OF NATIONAL POLICE NARCOTICS DIRECTORATE, 

WHICH NOW HAS STRENGTH OF 40 OUT OF PLANNED TOTAL OF 100. 

USG HAS PROVIDED TRAINING FOR POLICE OFFICIALS IN U.S., 

PHILIPPINES, AND IN-COUNTRY (DEA COURSE FOR 50 POLICEMEN). 

(B) INITATION OF POLICE NARCOTICS CONTROL TRAINING 
PROGRAMS, UTILIZAING USG-TRAINED PERSONNEL AND USG 
PROVIDED AUDIO-VISUAL EQUIPMENT. 

(C) EXPANSION OF SERVICES AND TRATMENT AT JAKRTA 
METROPOLITAN DRUG DEPENDENCE UNIT, INCLUDING ESTABLISHMENT OF 
URINALYSIS FACILITY AND DEVELOPMENT OF OUT-PATIENT

11. OTHER DONORS. NO OTHER DONORS ARE PROVIDING 
SIGNIFICANT AID TO GOI IN NARCOTICS CONTROL. 

12. FY 75 PROGRAM. AS INITIALLY SUBMITTED LAST YEAR 
(REF E), FY 75 PROGRAM INCLUDED $58,000 FOR HEALTH AND 
EDUCATION, AND $42,000 FOR ENFORCEMENT.FUNDS FOR 
HEALTH AND EDUCATION ARE TO CONTINUE EXISTING PROGRAMS 
IN THOSE AREAS THROUGH PROVISION OF TDY ADVISORS 
(PSYCHATRISTS AND EDUCATIONAL SPECIALISTS) TO GOI 
AGENCIES, PARTICIPANT TRAINING IN U.S. AND THIRD 
COUNTRIES, AND LIMITED AMOUNTS OF LABORATORY, AUDIO- 
VISUAL, AND REPRODUCTION EQUIPMENT. FUNDS FOR ENFORCEMENT 
ARE TO PROVIDE TRAINING IN U.S. AND PHILIPPINES FOR POLICE 
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OFFICIALS AS WELL AS AUDIO-VISUAL EQUIPMENT FOR POLICE
